Election/Restrictions

Group I, claim (s) 1, 6-8, drawn to a construct comprising a 
metal ion-binding domain. 

Group II, claim(s) 2 and 6-8, drawn to a manufactured peptide 
and salts thereof. 

Group III, claim (s) 3 and 9-16, drawn to a combinatorial library 
of peptides. 

Group IV, claim(s) 4, 9-15 and 17 drawn to a combinatory library 
of peptidomimetic . 

Group V, claim (s) 5, 9-15 and 17, drawn to a combinatorial 
library of peptide or peptidomimetic members in solution. 

The inventions listed as Groups I-V do not relate to a single 
general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT 
Rule 13.2, they lack the same or corresponding special technical 
features for the following reasons: they lack the same special 
technical features as each of the compounds differs in 
structure, mode of operation and possibly function. 
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This application contains claims directed to more than one 
species of the generic invention. These species are deemed to 
lack unity of invention because they are not so linked as to 
form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1.
